The positive angles of the New Lancpvon and N. L. IM- 
PROVED, as notched in the segment, are the same as in the 
Langdon Mitre Box. 


The New Lancpon has the addifiena/ feature of easy ad- 
justment to «zy posstéle angle desired within the 45 degrées 
while the New Langdon [mproved cuts, by using the cir- 
cular arms or guides, from right angles to 73 degrees on 
21-inch stuff, 

Find the angle wanted by setting a bevel as required; 
then move the saw so that the angle formed by the saw 
and the back of the box shall conform to the bevel; fasten 
the saw in place by turning down the screw in the front 
end of the groove rest or Gib. This will hold the saw 
strongly in place for the time being, and a turn of the screw 
backward will place it in order again for the segment an- 
gles. For other particulars see directions for the Lang- 
don. 

The Gib (No. 28) should always be kept as firmly in 
place by the screw in the front end of the Gib as possible, 
consistent with easy motion of the Lever. 

To prevent pricking the thumb by the saw tecth in rais- 
ing the Stop Lever, we have the butts of our Saws rounded. 
Saws are measured by the /ength of the bade, not of the 
teeth. All sizes of Saws used in our boxes constantly on 
hand for sale.

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All persons using Mrrre Boxes should remember that 
in sawing mouldings (at any angle other than right angle) the 
saw cuts at an angle partly wét4 the grain of the wood, and 
is always inclined to follow the grain. To obviate this 
tendency, the handle of the saw should be raised so_ that 
the saw shail commence its work as near the back of the 
Mitre Box as possible, as the saw is less liable to spring 
when starting near its support. Let the saw rest lightly 
on the moulding in starting, and hold the work firmly in 
place.
